Useless  Estimate 

IN  CONNECTION  with  the  Saanich  approach  on 
purchasing  the  Elk  and  Beaver  Lakes  property  the 
city  has  evaluated  the  land  in  terms  of  subdivision 
for  homes,  calculating  that  it  could  be  carved  up  into 
1,830  lots  worth  at  least  S3.272.000. 

If  there  is  any  point  to  this  exercise,  and  the  ap¬ 
praisal  of  Victoria's  other  "outside"  recreation 
grounds  at  Thetis  Lake.  Hurra  nee  Lake  and  th£  Gorge 
by  the  same  method,  it  can  only  be  that  the  figures 
pre  intended  to  impress  everyone — Saanich  in  par¬ 
ticular — that  these  are  assets  not  lightly  to  be  re¬ 
linquished. 

But  that  point  scarcely  needs  making,  the  leas  at 
the  cofet  of  creating  the  impression,  surely  false,  that 
dty  council  would  seriously  contemplate  turning  the 
parkland*  into  housing  subdivisions  and,  it  is  even  In¬ 
timated,  stripping  them  of  timber  first. 

Nor  can  a  valuation  of  more  than  S3.000.000  on 
the  property  at  Elk  and  Beaver  Lakes  be  regarded, 
by  the  same  token,  as  anything  like  a  proper  start- 
nig  point  for  negotiations  between  Saanich  and  the 
dty.  The  present  use  of  the  land  is  as  a  park  in 
practice,  and  Saanich  if  able  to  acquire  it  for  a  reason¬ 
able  price  proposes  to  make  it  a  park  in  fact,  dedicat¬ 
ing  it  for  that  purpose.  Its  value  in  the  hypothetical 
case  of ,  subdivision  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
actuality. 

Five  years  ago  the  dty  manager  put  before  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  a  report  suggesting  that  the 
metropolitan  water  board  buy  the  property  from  Vic¬ 
toria  and  administer  and  develop  it  as  a  Greater  Vic¬ 
toria  park,  with  the  cost  added  to  the  water  bills  of 
all  customers  within  the  community's  munidpal  limits 
— probably  about  13  cents  a  month  for  the  residential 
consumer.  * 

Mr.  Wyatt  first  estimated  the  value  of  the  prop¬ 
erty,  based  on  the  original  purchase  prices  totalling 
$38,689  and  with  interest  at  5  per  cent  compounded 
annually,  at  3864,113.  (The  purchases  were  made  over 
a  period  of  years  stretching  back  to  1879.)  But  in 
arriving  at  the  13-cents-a-month  cost  he  chose  5250,- 
000  as  his  proposed  price  to  the  water  board. 

If  the  land  were  to  be  sold  to  private  interests 
Its  market  value  could  run  Into  a  very  sizable  amount, 
Mr.  Wyatt  said,  but  “on  the  other  hand  if  the  property 
is  to  be  used  in  particular  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
residing  in  the  Greater  Victoria  area  then  It  seems 
that  the  value  should  not  have  the  same  significance.” 

The  same  reasoning  applies  now.  and  to  nurture 
chances  of  Saanich  acquiring  the  Beaver  and  Elk 
Lakes  watershed,  dedicating  it  as  a  park,  freeing  Vic¬ 
toria  of  its  annual  contributions  toward  the  mainte¬ 
nance  and  development  of  this  recreation  ground  well 
beyond  Its  borders  and  thus  ending  an  anomaly  that

PRESIDENT  Kennedy  la  ox- 
pected  within  a  month  at 
the  latest  to  appoint  by  ex¬ 
ecutive  fiat  something  that 
Congress  has  long  refused  to 
approve:  a  national  advisory 
council  on  the  arts.  The  chair¬ 
man  la  expected  to  be  tha 
president'!  special  consultant 
on  the  arts.  Mr.  August  Heclc- 
scher.  the  first  White  House 
staff  official  In  history  to  have 
arts  as  nls  responsibility. 

Because  of  the  views  taken 
here  ot  the  proper  limits  of 
government,  especially  of  fed¬ 
eral  government,  and,  most 
of  all,  of  the  president's  ex¬ 
ecutive  powers,  America's  art* 
council  will  have  a  restricted 
function.  It  will  not  subsidise 
opera,  theatre,  ballet  or  music. 
There  Is  a  bill  before  Con¬ 
gress.  however,  with  powerful 
■  poruors  in  I  he  Senate  but 
little  support  In  the  more  pro¬ 
vincial  and  philistine  House 
of  Representatives,  which 
would  set  up  a  national  art 
foundation,  with  power  to 
make  matching  grants  tram 
the  federal  treasury  to  orches¬ 
tras  and  theatres  as  la  already 
done  by  some  states— notably 
New  York  and  California. 

Mr.  Hecfcacher  has  sketched 
out  ■  probable  field  of  action 
of  the  council.

Apprenticeship 

\y/'HETHER  the  dty  can  afford  It  or  not  might  bg 
"  a  stumbling  block,  although  if  a  community 
wants  to  get  the  best  kind  of  police  protection  it  can't 
afford  to  be  parsimonious,  but  the  police  union  has 
advanced  in  its  proposal  of  a  cadet  training  system 
something  well  worth  study. 

Briefly  the  plan  would  enlist  young  men  who 
would  handle  certain  duties— clerical,  parking  check, 
photography,  fingerprinting,  handling  lost  and  found 
property,  etc. — while  being  trained  for  full-time  police 
work;  It  would  mean  in  substitution  for  a  proba¬ 
tionary  period,  often  ln  the  end  unsatisfactory,  •  grad¬ 
uation  in  knowledge  and  competence  towards  the  day 
when  police  cadets  took  thetr  place-  as-  full-fledged 
members  of  the  force. 

Some  other  cities  across  the  country  htve  such  a 
training  program,  and  in  effect  this  means  what  In 
other  realms  is  termed  an  apprenticeship  system.  In 
a  broad  sense  some  trades  suffer  from  lack  of  proper 
apprenticeship  and  workmen  often  claim  "Journey¬ 
man”  status  while  lil-equipped  for  the  title. 

A  police  force,  after  all,  should  have  real  Journey¬ 
men  on  the  Job,  and  a  legitimate  training  program 
of  this  nature  could  only  increase  the  general  stand¬ 
ards  of  officers  snd,  what  is  of  no  little  importance, 
enhance  the  pride :and  prestige  of  service  In  the  local 
force.  One  might  wish  that  all  of  the  Greater  Vlc- 
toria  area  could  be  combined  In  training  of  this  kind. 

The  Victoria  police  union  can  be  commended  for 
its  proposal,  if  only  as  an  indication  of  its  own  earnest 
desire  to  raise  the  character  and  efficiency  of  the  de¬ 
partment  it  serves,  albeit  one  trusts  the  scheme  will 
have  the  consideration  it  warrants. 

The  armed  forces  find  it  imperative  to  graduate 
their  personnel  by  "apprenticeship”  training;  an  ef¬ 
fective  police  organization  needs  no  less  s  program  to 
ensure  its  quality.

Charm  Defies  Words 


By  M.  V.  CHESNUT,  FBHS 

Y*stcnUy,  while  I  was  trying  to  deecribe  the  Star  of 
the  Veldt  -our  third  Colonist  Free  Seed  offer  for  1963— I 
found  myateif  decidedly  irked  by  the  limitations  of  the 
English  language.  I  Just  cannot  find  the  words  to  dsac-rtbe 
the  singular  citarm  of  theae  exquisite  African  daliiaa. 

To  call  it  a  daisy  is  to  belittle  the  flower,  for  the 
pointed  petals  give  It  an  elegance  and  a  refinement  not 
ordinarily  found  In  mem  beta  of  the  daisy  family.  Listing 
the  colors  of  tiia  flowers  doaan't  help  much  either,  for 
when  I  tel]  you  they  come  In  lemon  yellow,  burnt  orange, 
apricot,  mauve  or  aalmon,  I  am  not  oonveylng  the  lingular 
radiance  of  these  colors — they  look  as  If  the^  would  glow 
la  Uie  dark. 

Not  are  they  all  solid  colors.  In  these  natural  hybrids, 
it  is  quite  a  common  thing  to  run  across  the  flowers 
which  combine  two  or  more  colors— a  combination  of 
silvery  pink  and  mauve,  for  Instance,  or  a  deep  orange 
with  a  dark  blue  band  near  the  eye.  or  blending  to  a 
pale  yellow  at  .the  petal  tips. 

The  flower  stems  are  straight  and  about  12  inches 
tang,  grand  for  bouquets  and  arrangement!:  the  paatrl 
■hades  and  whitas  are  wonderful  In  a  low  bowl  of  delft 
blue  the  orange,  yellow  and  biacult  shades  In  a  burnished 
copp.r  container. 

For  garden  decoration.  Star  of  the  Veklt  would  be 
a  happy  choice  for  a  window  box  cr  planter  on  the  sunny 
aide  of  the  house. 

One  problem  with  such  planters  la  to  find  a  flower 
which  will  bloom  ail  summer  long  without  interruption, 
for  sc  many  of  our  annuals  gfvt  one  brief  bunt  of  color, 
than  pack  up  and  quite  for  the  year. 

These  African  hybrids  are  persistent  and  untiring 
bloomers;  moreover,  the  sun  and  heat  of  a  south  or  west- 
facing  upset  holds  no  terror*  for  these  dweller*  of  the 
veldt. 

These  are  useful  subjects,  too.  for  massing  In 
smallish  or  narrow  btda  where  a  taller  plant  would  look 
out  of  proportion.  Standing  about  a  root  tall  and  planted 
nine  Inches  apart  each  way.  these  Dlmorphothecae  will 
eovtr  themselves  with  bloom  to  suck  an  extent  that  you 
on  hardly  see  the  foliage  for  the  flowers.  They  make  a 
pretty  border,  too,  for  larger  beds  of  taller  floweri 

In  starting  your  aeada,  I  suggest  you  make  a  little 


■leed  bed  in  some  sunny  corner  of  the  garden  and  grow 
theq.  until  they  are  about  three  inchee  high,  than  trans- 
ptant  them  to  their  flowering  position. 

Unlike  the  Mission  Bells  popples  of  our  second  free 
seed  offer.  Star  of  the'  Veldt  Is  quite  easy  to  transplant 
successfully.  By  starting  them  off  by  themselves,  you 
should  have  lota  of  plants  ready  by  the  time  the  tulips  In 
tltt  front  bads  finish  blooming  or  the  wallflowers  are 
ready  to  come  out. 

To  make  your  aead  bed.  dig  over  a  few  square  yards 
of  plot.  Incorporating  a  little  peat  moss  If  yow  hqve  some 
bandy.  Braak  down  the  lumps  with  the  rake,  then  walk 
ait  over  it  la  consolidate  the  soil.  Rake  again  shallowly, 
make  your  seed  furrowe  not  more  than  half  an  Inch  deep 
and  four  Inches  apart,  and  apace  out  your  seeds  three 
Inches  apart. 

It  helps,  I  think,  to  pour  a  little  water  in  the  furrows 
before  sowing  the  seeds.  Cover  shallowly  with  fine  soil. 

•  While  not  strictly  necessary.  [  like  to  cover  my  sow* 
seed  beds  with  bottomless  seed  flats  covered  with  plastie 
tilm.  Not  that  theae  seeds  need  protection  from  the 
weather— these  are  husky  little  critters — but  by  covering 
them  in  this  aray,  soli  moisture  ia  conserved  and  I  don’t 
have  to  water  the  bed  until  after  the  seedlings  come  up. 
As  I  have  mentioned  before.  I  have  a  strong  dislike  for 
pouring  -rater  on  a  bed  containing  unsprouted  seeds.

Assemblyman  Lester  McMil¬ 
lan  of  Culver  City  offered  a 
resolution  in  the  lower  house 
of  the  legislature  that  would 
permit  television  cameras  In 
the  gas  chamber  at  San 
i  Quentin  prison  for  the  quad¬ 
ruple  execution,  scheduled  for 
next  Friday.  _ 

“A*  of  now,”  a  spokesman 
j  for  the  state  department  of 


corrections  told  reporters,  “our 
policy  ia  that  we  do  not  permit 
it.  We  will  wait  and  see  If  the 
legislature  adopts  the  resolu¬ 
tion." 

There  was  no  indication 
when  the  resolution  will  be 
considered. 

“I  am  opposed  to  the  death 
penalty  w  futile  and  bar¬ 
baric,"  McMillan  said.  "Those 
who  would  retain  the  death 
penalty  nevertheless  insist  that 
Its  application  deters  the  com¬ 
mission  of  crime.
